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Premature Execution 

Newport Beach urologist Dr. Ron Gilbert was gunned down before he could see his wonder drug take off

T he afternoon of Jan. 28 was like 

most other Mondays for Dr. Ronald 
Gilbert. After a light rap on the 
examination-room door, he entered to see 
a new patient in his Orange Coast Urology 
office in Newport Beach. But the elderly 
man had not come for the consultation 
he’d scheduled, instead allegedly firing 
eight rounds into the chest of “Dr. Ron,” 
as he was known to patients, staff and 
friends. One pal believes Gilbert was dead 
before he hit the floor. 

Accused killer Stanwood Fred Elkus, 
a 75-year-old Lake Elsinore barber, had 
apparently come to settle what 
he believed to be a botched 
prostate operation he under¬ 
went at a Veterans Administra¬ 
tion hospital decades earlier. 

But while Gilbert had worked 
at that VA facility, there was no 
record he performed the sur¬ 
gery; the Gilbert family attorney 
believes another urologist with 
a similar name treated Elkus. 

Dr. Ron’s patients and 
friends have since described 
him as deeply religious, down- 
to-earth, a family man, a tire¬ 
less advocate for those under 
his care and, perhaps the best 
description from his own 
brother, a super mensch. Gil¬ 
bert was well-respected at the 
Hoag Hospital-affiliated urol¬ 
ogy group he’d worked at since 
1993, specializing in general 
urology, sexual dysfunction 
and related surgical tech¬ 
niques, and he consulted at the 
UC Irvine School of Medicine. 

He was not a stereotypical 
country-club doctor. He had 
to fit patient rounds in with 
his other medical interests 
and personal obligations. 

Because nothing else out 
there seemed to work, for 20 
years, Gilbert worked on a remedy for a 
problem he saw throughout his career: 
premature ejaculation (PE). 

There are advertisements on television 
every hour of the day for prescription and 
non-prescription drugs that get men hard. 
But as Gilbert saw it, men shooting their 
loads too quickly was a far more prevalent 
problem, with estimates it affects one- 
third of the guys out there. Meanwhile, 
only 9 percent seek medical help. 

Experts agree PE is most likely a mental 
issue, and it has been treated in the past 
with mood alterers that can have nasty side 
effects, including lost sexual desire. Another 
treatment typically involves numbing agents 
applied directly to the penis that can rob the 
man and his partner of sensation. 

Through his years of experience, Gilbert 
agreed that a topical agent was the best 


way to treat the problem, so he worked 
on a product that would absorb through 
the skin to the most sensitive areas of the 
penis, provide the man with maximum 
sensation and not numb the partner at all. 
By now you may have seen the online ads 
for his patented Promescent by Absorption 
Pharmaceuticals, which is billed as the first 
Food and Drug Administration-approved 
treatment for PE. In gel or spray form, the 
product has actually been on the market 
for two years and talked up nationally on 
Dr. Oz and The Doctors. It is quickly estab¬ 
lishing itself in the urological community. 


All of which should make Absorption 
Pharmaceuticals CEO Jeff Abraham the 
happiest clam around. But while the execu¬ 
tive sees his company poised to do such 
boffo business it will likely be scooped up 
by a pharmaceutical giant that will pay 
him, Gilbert’s survivors and other investors 
tens of millions of dollars, Abraham swears 
he cannot enjoy the moment. Not with 
someone very important missing. 

“Everyone says Ron would love the suc¬ 
cess we’re having, but I will always believe 
he should be here to enjoy it,” Abraham 
says by phone from his new home north 
of Las Vegas, where he moved because 
the memories around Huntington Beach 
where he and Gilbert lived are too difficult 
to endure. “People say he’s in a better place. 
Bullshit. He needs to be right here. This 
was his dream.” 


Abraham, a veteran entrepreneur who 
had no experience in the medical field 
when he partnered up with his friend 
and personal urologist, can switch from a 
depressed tone to that of a carnival barker 
when he describes Absorption Pharmaceu¬ 
ticals’ “exponential growth” since he took 
the company over on June 1,2011 (sales of 
$220 per month to $100,000 per month, 
he claims), and being courted by large 
companies who wouldn’t take his phone 
calls before (“We’re waiting until we get an 
offer we can’t refuse, probably within six to 
eight months”). 


But he cannot talk long about his com¬ 
pany’s success before it all comes back to 
Gilbert, whose only flaw in the CEO’s mind 
was not having a head for business. 

“Ron, like me, was not from a wealthy 
family,” Abraham mentions. “We worked 
our way up. It was not like being a physi¬ 
cian was his meal ticket. He was starting to 
enter an era where his earnings were going 
up. And then this tragic event...” 

Abraham says he was semi-retired when 
Gilbert mentioned the PE remedy he was 
working on, with visions of late-night ads 
and infomercials akin to those of non-pre¬ 
scription boner-pill hawkers. The business¬ 
man says he crunched the numbers and 
became convinced Promescent could take 
off like Viagra did years earlier—with FDA 
approval, but without a prescription. It is 
currently available from 1,000 urologists 


nationwide or directly from Absorption 
Pharmaceuticals (www.promescent.com). 

“I have had and continue to have very 
good results with this product for men 
with premature ejaculation,” writes Dr. 
Laurence A. Levine, one of the country’s 
most respected urologists and a professor 
of urology at Rush University in Chicago, 
in an email to the Weekly. “This problem 
is far more prevalent than previously 
thought and affects up to 30 percent of 
men, regardless of age, etc. I have had 
men who have failed all other approaches 
to this problem and had great results 
with Promescent.” 

Levine added that the 
medication acts quickly, is 
easily accessible and can 
cost as low as $3 per dose. 
“As you can tell, I’m pretty 
excited about the prod¬ 
uct,” he states. 

Reaching the most 
potential patients possible 
would be what Gilbert 
wanted, according to Abra¬ 
ham, who notes, “We occa¬ 
sionally disagreed about the 
company being for profit 
because he had that healer 
mentality. He was such a 
quality human being.” 

“Ron was a humble, 
generous, caring, family- 
oriented man,” echoed 
the late physician’s wife, 
Elizabeth Gilbert, in a 
message she left before 
departing on a trip to her 
native Argentina, which 
is where she met her hus¬ 
band. “He did the right 
thing because it was how 
he lived, not because he 
worried about what peo¬ 
ple might think.” 

Abraham says he, 
Elizabeth Gilbert and 
the couple’s two sons own 65 percent of 
Absorption Pharmaceuticals, and while 
the CEO and another partner were named 
on the original patent with Gilbert, Abra¬ 
ham later had it changed so that Gilbert’s 
name is alone on the patent. 

“I have to help provide for his wife and 
children,” Abraham explains. “He would 
do the same for my son. I want to honor 
him and create this legacy for him.” 

Abraham notes that if you Google “Ron 
Gilbert,” the first 50 pages are about his 
murder. The CEO wants the top results to 
someday be the wonder drug the physi¬ 
cian created. 

“As painful as all the milestones are as 
we grow,” he says, “I ended up saying to 
myself, T can’t let Ron’s legacy be mur¬ 
dered by a crazy guy.’”

The Cosfa Mesa Speedway comes of age

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S omewhere inside the chaos of a 
speedway motorcycle racetrack, 
between the war cries from fans on 
the grandstand and riders control¬ 
ling bikes without brakes while 
careening in circles at 60 mph, over¬ 
whelmed by the desire to cross the finish 
line first—somewhere hidden within all 
that—there is a calmness. 

“Speedway is more of a zen thing,” 
explains Brad Oxley, the promoter and 
inheritor of the Costa Mesa Speedway at 
the Orange County Fairgrounds, which is 
celebrating its 45th anniversary this year. 
“You have to get in the right mindset. 

You have to control your breathing, your 
heart rate. You have to have fortitude—I 
call it fortitude, but you know I mean 
balls, right?” 

For all the fast-paced, tire-to-tire, 
make-one-wrong-move-and-everyone’s- 
going-down, done-in-60-seconds action, 
the calmest place you can find at a speed¬ 
way race is underneath a racer’s helmet. 
“Once I put my helmet on, I’m a different 
person,” says Shawn “Mad Dog” McCon¬ 
nell, whose helmet fittingly has black, 
fioppy dog ears hanging from the top. 

That’s the only thing the award¬ 
winning speedway vet of 38 years does 
to mentally prepare for a race. After that, 
he rolls up to the starting line with three 
or four other racers and zones in on what 
every other racer wants: a spot in the 
inside turn. If you take off out of that gate 
and hug the corner of your first turn, your 
chances of winning skyrocket. After that, 
you just have to focus on not falling. 

Outside of that helmet, though, it’s a 
different story. According to longtime 
announcer Terry “Ike” Clanton, “Speed¬ 
way is a party interrupted every two min¬ 
utes by a race.” 

Shrapnel from the granite clay track 
flies off the ground at high speeds, merci¬ 
lessly pelting close viewers (read: anyone 
sitting closer than the lOth row), but hey, 
that’s part of the fun. Fans will pick clumps 
of clay out of their hair, pockets and purses 
for days after, and those who indulge in 
the $12 beers are likely to be drinking dirt 
at least once during the night. 

Approximately 5,000 fans roar on those 
nights when a racer crosses the finish 


line to a checkered flag after a close race, 
scream when a racer (or three) crash, and 
occasionally jeer when the referee makes 
their favorite racer start from behind the 
penalty line. 

Clanton has been the carnival barker 
for the show and voice of the Costa Mesa 
Speedway since 1997. You may also know 
him from the Toyota Grand Prix of Long 
Beach; he has announced there for 32 
years in a row. His charm comes from a 
mix of off-the-cuff remarks and a pocket¬ 
ful of staple statements (not unlike the 
great Chick Hearn’s sayings, including 
“This game’s in the refrigerator; the door 
is closed, the lights are out, the eggs are 
cooling, the butter’s getting hard, and 
the Jell-O’s jigglin’!”). A crowd favorite is 
the quip “His bike’s smoking more than a 
crack house in Lake Elsinore!” Or when 
a bike sparks fire, he’ll announce, “It’s a 
speedway barbecue, folks!” 

The smallest professional speedway 
track in the world has served as a cradle 
of champions since 1968, hallowed 
ground in a sport more popular in Europe 
than in the United States. Many of the 
guys who dominate the track today, tour¬ 
ing the world as professional speedway 
racers, began their successful careers 
here. And yet, as many of its fans and 
workers attest, precious few Orange 
County residents know about the biggest 
little race course around. 

osta Mesa Speedway’s history 
began in 1937, when Pasadena boy 
Jack Milne won the Speedway 
World Championship at what is 
now known as Wembley Stadium 
in London. He was the first American to 
do so in a European-dominated sport. 
Then, World War H broke out, and 
the sport hit the crash walls. The rac¬ 
ing celebrity returned to Pasadena and 
opened a bicycle shop with his fellow 
racer brother, Cordy. 

Flash forward to 1967. A down-on-his- 
luck father, returning to Southern Califor¬ 
nia from a failed venture as a cycle-shop 
owner, went to work for Milne. In just one 
year, Harry Oxley worked his way up to 
manager of the Milne brothers’ shop, then 
became business partners with Jack. 

Oxley wanted to open his own speed¬ 
way track, and who better to work with 
than his boss and mentor? They scouted 
the bull ring at the Orange County Fair¬ 
grounds and set up shop with Milne’s 
financial support. The rebirth of Ameri¬ 
can speedway had begun. 

The first season of Costa Mesa Speed¬ 
way launched on Friday the I3th in June 
1968; 1,500 spectators showed up to 
the initial event. Crowds of 6,000 were 
common by 1970, the wild-west days of 
American speedway. According to racing 
legend Bobby “Boogaloo” Schwartz, now 
57, feuds between racers were prevalent 
and fistfights in the grandstands weren’t 
unheard of. 

Schwartz, a decorated racer, carries the 
rare honor of becoming a World Team 
Cup Champion in 1982, World Best Pairs 
Champion in 1981 and the following year, 
and a U.S. National Champion in 1986 
and 1989, the Babe Ruth of the speedway 
scene of the 1980s. “There were more 
personalities in the sport because it was 
raw, it was new,” he remembers. “There 
were a lot of people who had a different

“Once I put my helmet on, I'm a different person,” says 
Shawn McConnell.

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view of life, it seems, because we were 
younger and it was a different time.” 

Duels were more common back then, 
he explains, because riders would race 
so much throughout Southern Califor¬ 
nia-plus, they were still kids. “There 
might have been somebody who knocked 
someone off [their bike] one night, and 
[that] became a feud, and then it would 
turn to the next night, the next night, the 
next night, the next week, and then the 
next night, the next night—and it would 
carry on.” 

But for all the drama, the draw of 
Costa Mesa Speedway for racers has 
been the track itself, where young Ameri¬ 
cans came to cut their teeth in the sport 
before launching into wider fame in Eng¬ 
land, the sport’s hotbed. “It’s always been 
the premier track of the circuit we were 
on back then,” Schwartz says. “When 
I started, we were racing five nights a 
week: Tuesday was Ventura, Wednes¬ 
day night in San Bernardino, Thursday 
night at Irwindale, Friday nights in Costa 
Mesa, Saturday night in Bakersfield. We 



did that circuit for quite a while, and 
Costa Mesa was always the biggest.” 

Many tracks have come and gone in 
California, but Costa Mesa has remained. 
On Oct. 5, it will host its 1,000th event, 
the United States National Speedway 
Championship, the biggest speedway 
event of the season. 

Riders attribute the Speedway’s lon¬ 
gevity to its always being family-owned 
and -operated. “[The Oxleys] treated [it] 
as a professional sport,” Schwartz says. 

“It was that way from the beginning.” 

Harry Oxley’s children Brad and Laurie 
inherited the family business as their par¬ 
ents aged. Now the reins are mostly held 
by Brad and his wife, Jaleen. “I’m just the 
janitor here, dude,” Brad Oxley says hum¬ 
bly. He believes the key to keeping the 
Costa Mesa Speedway alive is maintain¬ 
ing a good relationship with the Orange 
County Fairgrounds. “We respect our 
neighbors, but it’s mostly because I don’t 
want to get a real job.” 

And the extended Oxley family contin¬ 
ues the legacy. Brad’s daughter Roxanne 
even married a legendary speedway racer, 
the “fastest mullet in the west,” Mr. Flyin’ 
Mike Faria. (Roxanne’s name is proudly 
displayed on Faria’s racing suit, with a 
heart for the “o.”) Faria raced in the early 
days at Costa Mesa and continues to win 
at the track. “I have my own philosophy 
on racing,” the 56-year-old Faria says. 
“We’re not going to the moon or anything 
like that; we’re just going in circles.” 

Faria began racing in 1970 in Northern 
California and was persuaded by Harry 
Oxley to come to Southern California 
because he could make more money here.

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“So in ’82 ,1 moved on down here and 
have just been loving it ever since,” he 
says. Like so many other American rac¬ 
ers, Faria was eventually picked up by an 
English team, following the money, the 
fans and the chance at winning big-time 
championships. “I went to England in ’88 
for the Belle Vue Aces, went from reserve 
rider all the way to the No. 1 rider.” 


He hopped back and forth across the 
pond for the next decade, earning honors 
on the Edinburgh and Scottish Mon- 
archs teams in 1995 and 1996. Faria says 
he’s always loved racing at Costa Mesa 
Speedway, where he thrice won the big¬ 
gest event of the season, the United States 
National Championship, as well as took

the prize at the Fair Derby, which takes 
place during the Orange County Fair, 
eight times. Faria credits his success over 
the past 43 years to the longtime support 
of his sponsors, such as Jack Mattson of 
Mattson Radiator, and, of course, Rox¬ 
anne. “My wife really pushes me, too,” he 
says. “Her and Jack are ... kind of the 


And now, Faria’s son Danny is fol¬ 
lowing in his footsteps; he began racing 
speedway in 2007. 

A night at Costa Mesa Speedway 

offers not only a chance to watch 
living legends in action, but also 
showcases what put the track on 
the map in the first place: rising tal¬ 
ent. Division Two riders learn the tricks of 
the trade on the same night Division One 
masters race. There are even a few Youth 
rounds in which elementary-school-age 
kids haul ass on mini bikes and the bigger 
kids ride on 150cc and 250cc motorcycles. 
The mud may not fly as fast or hard into 
the crowd when the Division Two guys 
race, but they are usually younger than 
the Division One guys, so they take big¬ 
ger risks, which either pay off for a win or 
send them crashing into one another. 

One of the more boisterous characters 
of the second division is Damon “Don’t 
Look Back” Barry He doesn’t always win, 
but he says he enjoys putting on a show 
anyway, whether it’s popping wheelies or 
rocking pink and zebra print on his suit 
and bike like no other man can. “If you 
gotta go down, you gotta look good going 
down,” he muses, adding that speedway is 
essentially a rock & roll show. 

He didn’t start when he was a teenager, 
as did many of the other racers; instead, 
Barry was captured near middle age after 
a night at the track. Barry’s wife, Sherine,

same. They’re poor losers. They don’t 
know how to take me because I say, ‘You 
know. I’ll get ’em next week.’” 

Faria concedes that the wins don’t come 
as much as they used to, especially after 
he turned 50, but when they come, they 
feel good. “Well, when you win, you got all 
kinds of friends,” Faria observes, smirking 
mirthfully “They come out of the wood¬ 
work.” And when he loses, he jokes, “I 
have no friends. Nobody likes a loser!” 

He’s being modest, though: In the 2013 
season at Costa Mesa alone, Faria has 
taken home two first place wins and a 
fourth place. 


recalls, “One day, he backed his truck up 
with a speedway bike in the bed. I was on 
the phone, and I said, ‘Hold on, I gotta go 
kill Damon.’” 

It has been eight years since that day. 
Barry, a carpenter by day, is looking 
forward to many more years of racing. 
“The adrenalin I get, the bitchen cama¬ 
raderie I have with my fellow riders ... 
the rush you get when you pull up to 
the tape. I almost throw up in my hel¬ 
met,” he says. “It’s kinda like my birth¬ 
day every day.” 

Clanton always points out the rising 
talent to the crowd. One such racer isn’t 
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even in Division Two yet. The girl in the 
eye-catching white suit with hot pink 
accents is Courtney Crone. Only 12 years 
old, with long blond hair and braces, she 
rides the hell out of her 150cc bike, usu¬ 
ally leaving the boys in the Youth divi¬ 
sion in the dust. On Sept. 14, she became 
the track champion of her division at 
Costa Mesa and has taken home three 
first-place wins there since debuting in 
early 2012. 

Another kid Clanton is quick to 
highlight is “Mad” Max Ruml. The 
Huntington Beach 16-year-old landed a 
spot in Division One in just four years. 
He was in the Youth division last year, 
and now he’s smoking past the older 


ers did, just as sure as the swallows return 
to Capistrano. And when they do, they’ll 
be welcomed home warmly. “It’s not just 
a sport; it’s a family,” says longtime speed¬ 
way photographer Jim “J.T.” Thorn. 

“It’s this club from here to New York 
to England—it’s a brotherhood,” Barry 
adds. “You’re in a club whether you like 
it or not.” 

Costa Mesa Speedway invites fans 
to be part of the family as well. After 
the race, the gates of the crash walls 
and the pit open to allow the crowd 
to walk on the track or go behind the 
grandstands and meet their favorite 
racers behind-the-scenes. Sometimes, a 
half-dozen or so fans will circle around

legends. This year, he won the Ameri¬ 
can Motorcyclist Association Under 21 
Championship—an unlikely honor for 
such a young racer. Since 2011, he has 
taken home three first-place wins at 
Costa Mesa. 

While respectful of the young talent, 
older riders such as Schwartz can’t help 
but feel nostalgia for their own, long- 
ago exploits. “I like being around the 
younger guys,” he says, adding that it 
makes it all the harder for him to ignore 
his age. “I still won a few times this year, 
but I don’t take some of the chances I 
used to.” 

When he sees teenagers rocking Divi¬ 
sion One as he did when he began at age 
17, it makes him think back to his days as 
a young World Champion—a rare title for 
an American rider. “I wish I was young 
again, and I could do it again,” Schwartz 
concludes. “But really, I had my day. I’m 
proud of the days I had.” 

And while Ruml will likely leave for 
Europe, he’ll eventually come back home, 
just as Schwartz, Earia and countless oth- 


a particular racer in the pit. Most of the 
riders say they’re more than happy to 
take pictures, sign autographs and chat 
with the audience. 

“A lot of people get hooked, and they 
come for life,” McConnell says. 

Earia says he’s meeting old fans’ grand- 
kids now. 

“It’s really a niche sport, but it has an 
uber-hardcore following,” adds Oxley. 

“No other event can draw 5,000 paying 
fans with the longevity we have.” 

Eorty-five years might sound like a long 
time, but to those who’ve never left the 
speedway, the rush of time seems just 
as fast as the frenzied, danger-filled, so- 
loud-you-can’t-scream-for-help minute 
it takes to circle the track four times in a 
high-stakes race. 

Oxley leans over the crash wall, looking 
out at the freshly laid dirt that’s about to 
be ravaged by a dozen screeching tires. 
“The ’70s aren’t over,” he says of both his 
youth and the sport’s heyday. “They’re 
just behind us.”

Devil May Care 

Rosemary’s Baby 

Novelist Ira Levin’s super-creepy Gothic 
tale of a young New York couple getting 
sucked into a Satanic cult was already being 
shot by soon-to-be infamous pedophile 
director Roman Polanski before the book 
was even published. Considered one of the 
greatest psychological horror films ever 
made, what makes this lush, atmospheric 
masterpiece all the more riveting is how 
normal all of the characters seem—when 
they’re not conjuring up Lucifer for a little 
cloven-footed insemination session, that is.

Pier 76 Fish Grill makes great seafood at 
California Fish Grill prices

I don’t know when I’ve had a better 
monies frites than the ones Pier 76 Fish 
Grill is cooking right now. When I pried 
open that first shell, taking the meat off by 
tonguing it, I thought the soft, practically 
melting morsel had to have been a fluke. 
The rest of the batch couldn’t be as perfect. 
But then I ate the next one—and the one 
after that. Each mussel was as supple and 
silken as the last. How did the chef do it? 
Was it the species? The way they were 
cooked? The steaming liquid? The timing? 
Did Pier 76’s owner/chef Chris Krajacic 
make a deal with the devil? Or had he been 
doing mussels this good as the executive 
chef at Walt’s Wharf in Seal Beach and I 
just never knew it? 

If he did, and it was the only thing he 
served at his new restaurant, it would 
be enough. Like Cream Pan’s strawberry 
croissants, the mussels will soon make Pier 
76 legendary. Every component of the dish 
was spot-on. The fries—buried beneath 
the pile of shells—transformed into thirsty 
sponges for the broth. And that broth! 
Sweetened by slices of softened onion, a 
splash of wine, a hint of lemon and roasted 
poblanos, it was as precious as the mussels 
themselves: not too harsh or acidic, but so 
balanced it could be sipped as a soup. 

Pier 76 Fish Grill is built into the ground 
floor of the historic Cooper Arms building 
in Long Beach, and it’s unlike Walt’s Wharf 
in every way. It’s a pay-at-the-counter, 
quick-service, moderately priced seafood 


restaurant modeled in the same spirit as 
California Fish Grill. The dining room is 
barely a room at all, with butcher-block 
tables and a cramped space no bigger than 
most Subways. On sunny afternoons, most 
of its customers choose to sit outside in the 
gorgeous patio surrounded by a garden and 
the soaring apartment building. But as evi¬ 
denced by those mussels and a live lobster 
he grills with roasted garlic butter, Krajacic 
is aiming higher than the fast-casual his 
place seems to be—much higher. He joins 
Slapflsh’s Andrew Gruel and Roe Restau¬ 
rant’s Arthur Gonzalez in that seafood- 
restaurant sweet spot between the Califor¬ 
nia Fish Grills of the world and the Scott’s 
Seafoods and Mastro’s Ocean Clubs. 

Krajacic offers a flawless grilled arti¬ 
choke, the leaves gently charred and served 
with a thimble of lemon aioli for dipping, 
all for a price that already makes it better 
than what you get at most sit-downs. He 
pours a clam chowder made from scratch, 
using pieces of smoked bacon that imbue 
the broth with their flavor and porky chew. 
He even makes a lobster-and-langostino 
roll worthy of Portland, Maine, with a 
lighter-than-air chipotle-blue cheese sauce 
that doesn’t obscure the sweetness of the 
shellflsh, candied bacon, diced tomatoes 
and “pure love” (listed as an ingredient). If 
I found a flaw anywhere on the menu, it’s 
a minor one: He cubes his ahi poke pieces 
pristinely, without even a trace of sinew, 
but he’s just a bit heavy-handed with the 


soy sauce and raw onions. 

Most diners who come gravitate toward 
the grill menu, a list of flsh seared on a 
smoky grate, then served alongside a thim¬ 
ble of a specially formulated sauce. There’s 
a blue cheese-bacon sauce for the mahi 
mahi and a cucumber tartar for the salmon. 
Some sauces, such as the cilantro-mango 
salsa for the barramundi, work to high¬ 
light the subtle characteristics of the flsh; 
while others, such as the bitter arugula- 
almond pesto for the swai, are better left 
untouched, lest they overpower the dish’s 
star. All the meals in this part of the menu 
are served in a cake pan lined with parch¬ 
ment paper, the flsh laid over a bed of nutty 
rice and an additional side. His mac and 
cheese made with Vermont white Ched¬ 
dar is rich with wholesomeness. Broccoli 
coleslaw studded with dried cranberries is 
fragrant of toasted sesame seed oil; a kale 
salad tastes better than raw kale has any 
business tasting. 

But perhaps the most endearing thing 
about Pier 76 is the ancillary items. Kra¬ 
jacic offers homemade watermelon, 
cucumber and peach lemonades in neon 
red, green and orange cups, displayed in 
a cooler off to the side but impossible to 
ignore. They’re delicious, refreshing and, 
most of all, show off his sincerity. Even 
more convincing evidence of this: The 
cookies and brownies arranged next to 
the register. I found out the treats weren’t 
made by Krajacic or his manager, but 
rather baked at home by their moms. If 
Pier 76 were any more sincere, the menu 
would be scribbled in crayon.

T he Mexican state of Jalisco has long 
governed Mexican culture in Southern 
California with its vital contributions of maria- 
chi and tequila, its ceaseless migration over 
the past century, and the popularity of its 
Chivas de Guadalajara soccerteam. But what 
few people realize is how much Jalisco has 
also dominated Cal-Mex cuisine. Menudo? 
Hard-shelled tacos? Taquitos? Enchiladas? All 
imports from the state, all now staples of every 
Southern Californian's diet, no longer exciting 
the masses in this era of regional Mexican 
dishes and luxe loncheras. 

But a funny thing happened over the past 
year: jalisciensesfoo6 is suddenly trendy again, 
whether it's the shrimp tacos dorados served 
from Los Angeles' Mariscos Jalisco lonchera 
that has earned national attention or the raicilla 
alcohol from the state's hinterlands that reeks 
of damp earth and can only be found in the 
dankest cantina or Yelp-iest hipster bar. The 
foodstuffs at the forefront are the dishes cre¬ 
ated during the past quarter-century in Jalisco's 
capital, Guadalajara, and the demand forthem 
is such that local chain Taqueria Guadalajara 
sells these trends in its brick-and-mortars in 
Anaheim and SanTana, and it has also opened 
up a truck in the latter city's downtown to spe¬ 
cialize in them. 

The lonchera seWs regular tacos and bur- 
ritos, but as with the chain itself, those offer¬ 
ings are merely good. Go for the stuff you've 
probably never heard of. Indulge in a torta 
ahogada, a sandwich of carnitas and refried 
beans in hardened tote (really, a bolillo, but 
those fresa tepaf/os always have to try to class 
up everything) drowned in a furious red salsa 
and topped with pickled red onions. If you want 
to eat lighter, order the tacos dorados, or hard- 
shelled tacos. These aren't fast-food monstrosi¬ 
ties, but rather freshly fried after being stuffed 
with your choice of beans, potatos or requeson, 
a ricotta-like, intensely milky type of country 
cheese. The crunch of the tacos dorados is so 
great and the accompanying, garlic-heavy ajite 
salsa so wonderful you'll shake your head in 
disbelief that these tacos are the direct ances¬ 
tors Taco Bell's heresies—you can look it up 
in my book! 

The Taqueria Guadalajara lonchera also sells 
great raspados, big ol' ice cones that boast of 
just-made fruit syrups. But no proper tapatio 
meal is complete without a cup oftejuino, the 
original kombucha: fermented masa cut with 
brown sugar and lime ice cream. Funky, elec¬ 
tric, chill yet smooth, this is the Jalisco New 
Wave—and now excuse me, as this zacate- 
ca/7oisgoingtogotoa corner and cry at the 
idea of tepaf/ostrumping us yet again.

Justin Miller of Pizzeria Ortica 


C hef Justin Miller isn’t one to hob¬ 
nob with guests; he spends his time 
perfecting the menu at Pizzeria 
Ortica. He grew up a water baby, but cook¬ 
ing was his real passion. 

OC WEEKLY: Could you elaborate on the 
rustic cuisine of Pizzeria Ortica? 

JUSTIN MILLER: We base most of our 
dishes on traditional, regional Italian 
food. Then we put our spin on it, using a 
different technique or a local California 
product. We try to think outside the box 
and not just put red sauce and mozzarella 
on everything—although those two things 
are delicious. 

One food you can’t live without: 

Carnitas because it is salty, greasy and pork. 
Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

Asian food, specifically Vietnamese. We 
have the largest population of Vietnamese 
in the United States, just in our back yard. 
Tell us about your employment on 
Quiksilver Crossing. 

It was the most amazing experience of my 
life. I traveled from the Caribbean side of 
Panama, across the Panama Canal, all the 
way up to San Diego on a surf-exploration 
boat. Every two weeks, we had a different 
crew of professional surfers. The boat’s job 
was to find new surf breaks, and my job 
was to have food on the table. I was able to 
surf as much as possible, as long as the food 
was ready. And I met some amazing people 
along the way. Some of them include Dave 
Kalama, Lisa Andersen, Mark Healy, etc. 
When there was no swell, we would fish, 
dive, swim and have fun. Every time we 
were in port, I would have to collect food 
and propane for up to two weeks. This was 
the most challenging part of my job. I speak 
zero Spanish, so I would rent a taxi for the 
day and point my way to open-air markets. 
It was fun to haggle and find new ingredi¬ 
ents. I would pack a taxi or two full until I 
could hardly fit into it. 

Favorite places to eat (besides your own): 

My girlfriend and I are expecting, and

lately, she’s really into going to ARC. Great 
cocktails and rustic, wood-fired cooking. 
We also like to travel to San Diego a lot 
to dine. The farm-to-table movement is 
amazing down there, and the beer selec¬ 
tion rips. 

How do you like your pizza? 

I appreciate all different styles of pizza. 

I really enjoy crispy. New York-style, 
Chicago-style, and of course Neapolitan. 

I strongly believe the dough is the vehicle 
for the ingredients. If it tastes like card¬ 
board, then the best-sourced ingredients 
will be missed. 

What advice has [Pizzeria Ortica’s founder/ 
owner/chef] David Myers given you to help 
you excel in your role? 

He’s taught me attention to detail and that 
passion will really drive your crew to do 
better. Everyone has to care. It’s infectious. 
Being so close to the performing-arts area, 
do you ojfer any pre-theater specials? 

We are part of the Segerstrom Rewards 
Program.

Mashed potatoes at Tender Greens 


W hat surprised me most about 
Tender Greens was everything 
that wasn’t a “tender green.” 
The shredded chicken in the Chinese 
chicken salad didn’t have the texture of 
burlap that I expected; instead, it was 
moist as if it had just been stripped from 
a freshly roasted hen. The Cowboy Cook¬ 
ies are excellent—an amalgam of oatmeal 
and chocolate chips that easily bests the 
Doubletree’s version. The fried chicken 
seems to be battered in-house. 

But perhaps the best thing I had were 
the mashed potatoes that were the side 
on a “hot plate” of grilled albacore tuna. 

I asked one of the workers how it was

It's no surprise, 
then, that when the secrets of distillation 
swept the globe, some of that Armenian 
wine turned into brandy, which, given the 
technology of the time, was sealed up in 
wooden casks to keep for later, lending it 
a dark color and a warm, rich, spicy taste 
imparted by the wood. 

There used to be many brandy makers; 
when Armenia was joined to the Soviet 
Union, the Yerevan Brandy Co. was given 
a monopoly, and its Ararat brands were 
the only kind of Armenian brandy for many 
years. Drunk neat, Akhtamar (the 10-year 
brandy) has a softer edge than Cognac, but 
a much more floral, rich, herbaceous taste. 
This is something you can put in a snifter 
and serve to your guests after dinner, then 
make them guess what they're drinking. 



THE DRINK 

If you're going to mix Ararat Akhtamar Arme¬ 
nian Brandy (in which case you may want to 
buy a younger brandy), adjust the sweetness 
of your cocktail down a bit; for example, 
don't sugar the rim of a sidecar made with 
Armenian brandy, but add an extra dash or 
two of pungent bitters to your old fashioned. 
Don't stop there, though—with bitters on 
top of the meringue a la Pisco sour, it makes 
a wonderful sour; add it to wine to make an 
outstanding sangria. 

Brandy is one of the next big things, 
now that we're at full saturation on vodka, 
American whiskey and tequila. As demand 
rises, there'll be a renaissance in Armenian 
brandies; get ahead of the curve and pick up a 
bottle of Ararat Akhtamar Armenian Brandy at 
Hi-Time Wine so you know what to compare 
the newcomers to.

DIY spirit thrives at 2013 SoCal Film Fest

S ince online killed the video star, 
it makes sense the ninth-annual 
SoCal Film Festival not only screens 
its three feature-length films and a ton of 
shorts in the 320-seat Huntington Beach 
Central Library Theater, but also expands 
the programming on the Internet. 

While the land-based action runs the 
evening of Thursday, Sept. 26, through 
late Saturday night, the festival experience 
rages online Sunday through Oct. 6. The 
Online Screening Room, accessible through 
socalfilmfest.com, includes films that did 
and did not roll at the festival proper. That’s 
great from an everybody-sees-the-shows 
standpoint. But lacking online will be the 
parties and in-person audience Q&As with 
filmmakers, which founder and event direc¬ 
tor Brian Barsuglia promises at each Surf 
City screening. 

“It’s incredible to see the originality 
and ingenuity that comes from indie film¬ 
makers,” he notes in an email. “When 
working with a limited budget and limited 
resources, filmmakers find ways to be cre¬ 
ative and innovative to achieve their goals 
at an extremely high level. Additionally, 
they aren’t necessarily worried about the 
mainstream, so they can tell their story 
their way.” 

The festival opens Thursday at the 
library, its home since 2005, with the 
“Short But Sweet” program of short films, 
but the rest of the night is dedicated to the 
Welcome Party and Awards Ceremony at 
the Courtyard Marriott in Fountain Val¬ 
ley. That’s right: The fest front loads the 
juried-award-giving before audiences can 
see all the films. The jury’s Best of the Fest 
Award and the Audience Award do come 
later, though. 

Could an award envelope include the 
title of a certain post-apocalyptic thriller? 
Jason Sanders hopes so. Phase Two, the 


feature-length sci-fi flick he directed and 
co-wrote, screens Friday night. Set in a 
future when zombies have had their fill. 
Phase Two is about a high-strung professor 
and his tough-minded assistant working 
on a virus and taking in a naive teen who 
recently lost her father. Meanwhile, battles 
rage in the streets, as gangs, outlanders and 
the infected struggle to survive. 

Among those who show up in the picture 
is Huntington Beach’s own Shaun Paul 
Piccinino, playing an honest G.I. You may 
have seen Piccinino’s visual-effects work 
on Robot Chicken and Moral Orel He also 
co-wrote (with Steve Pisa), co-directed 
(with Sanders) and played the title role in 
The Lackey, the story of a baddie who tries 
to leave the life with his daughter, whom 
he just met. That indie is not in this festival, 
but it won Piccinino a 2012 Action On Film 
award for best editing. He and Sanders plan 
to attend the Phase Two screening. 

Another festival flick with a local con¬ 
nection is Serge Bronstein’s The Aztec Box, 
which was shot in Fullerton and other parts 
of the county. The found-footage thriller (a 
la The Blair Witch Project), which screens 
Saturday afternoon, is about four UC Riv¬ 
erside students who receive an assignment 
to film a reality show. That leads them to 
a Riverside police-evidence locker, where 
they uncover an ancient Aztec sarcophagus 
connected to a crime from the 1940s. The 
crew brings the relic home, and all hell 
breaks loose—literally. 

Saturday evening’s feature is Past God, 
which is also steeped in the indie ethic, as 
Nick McCallum wrote, directed and stars 
in the noir thriller that opened the 2012 
Beverly Hills Film Festival. McCallum plays 
James Grant, who left a strict religious 
upbringing courtesy of his pastor father for 
rock stardom in Hollywood. While in a pit 
of drugs and recklessness, James discov¬ 


ers his sister committed suicide, and his 
desperate search for answers why leads 
him into high-stakes danger and disturbing 
flashes from the past. 

Bronstein and McCallum plan to attend 
their screenings, as do the makers of many 
films in the fest’s eight separate shorts pro¬ 
grams. Presented through Saturday, they 
have such titles as “A Touch of Drama,” 
“Short But Silly” and “Beyond Intense.” 
Preview stories like this always give shorts 
the, uh, shorts, because there are more titles 
and plot descriptions than space allows. 

But read up on all of them at socalfilmfest. 
com (which also has show times and ticket 
details for all the movies mentioned and not 
mentioned here). 

Ah, hell, one short I’d like to plug based 
on the beautifully shot trailer is London- 
based director Michael Lavers’ The Rise St 
Fall of Tom Finley St Sarah Wright, which is 
about the young man of the title replaying 
in his mind the magical early days of his 
intense relationship with the young lady 
of the title—on the occasion of her dump¬ 
ing him. 

The festival closes sometime after the 
10 p.m. Wrap Party at Hero’s Pub, for 
which you must hold a party pass or all¬ 
access festival pass. But either of those 
passes gets you free drink tickets “until 
we hit our spending limit,” according to 
organizers. 

You can use an adult beverage to toast 
the winner of the Golden Ticket, which 
goes to the film deemed the best in the 
festival by that esteemed jury referenced 
earlier. The Audience Award winner will 
be revealed online Oct. 6.

Y ou can picture Huell Howser in the thick 
of Silverado, asking hikers what those 
thick-soled foot coverings with laces are 
called ("Boots"). He'd instruct his longtime 
cameraman, "Louie, come in tighter on this" 
to capture what he's convinced is the most 
fascinating sage scrub on the planet. Then 
he'd wander over to Cook's Corner and marvel 
at how bikers' tattooed biceps were nearly as 
thick as his own. 

The public-television broadcaster known 
for Visiting ..., California's Goldan6 a massive 
archive at Chapman University is gone, but he 
is not forgotten by organizers of the Silverado 
Film Festival. The theme of the second-annual 
event, which runs Friday through Sunday 
inside and outside the Silverado Community 
Center, is "In the Footsteps of Huell." 

In between the many short films screen¬ 
ing—^the final count was unknown at press 
time because the deadline for submissions 
was Sept. 20—will be Orange County-centric 
clips from Howser's shows, including his 
videotaped visits to Anaheim, Starr Ranch, 

San Juan Capistrano, the Irvine Ranch Land 
Reserve and Helena Modjeska Historic House. 

Befitting the honoree and the rustic envi¬ 
rons, things will be kept loose, promises Joel 
Robinson, the event organizer, Santa Ana 
Mountains Wild Heritage Project (SAMWHP) 
naturalist and l/l/ee/r/y contributor. The fest also 
features live music and barbecue. 

The idea is to attract visitors and inspire 
stewardship, appreciation and preservation of 
the rural canyon community that's threatened 
by disasters both natural and man-made. The 
event is an offshoot of the nonprofit SAMWHP, 
in partnership with Chapman's Dodge College 
of Film & Media Arts and the Newport Beach 
Film Festival. 

Submissions were solicited for films one 
to 50 minutes long that were inspired by local 
natural and cultural resources. Atop prize of 
$500 will be given to the movie deemed best. 

The lineup includes such documentaries 
as: Michael Barth, Jose Tadeu V. Bijos, 

Pasqual Gutierrez and Ruby Stocking's visually 
stunning 5f///, which is about free diver/pho¬ 
tographer/ocean protector Carlos Eyies; Mor 
Albalak, Molly Gard and Britne Goldstein's 
moving Karisma, a look at the titular horse at 
the Bethany's Gaitequine-assisted psycho¬ 
therapy center in San Juan Capistrano and 
her rider, a 6-year-old girl who suffers from 
chronic illness and severe anxiety; and Jose 
Luis Gallo's Stop Stealing Our Cars, about a 
community coming together in the streets of 
Santa Ana on May Day 2011 to protest costly 
police impounds of vehicles.

CLOUDY WITH A CHANCE OF 
MEATBALLS 2 In the first Cloudy 
with a Chance of Meatballs film, which 
turned a 32-page children's book into 
an unexpected critical darling, young 
inventor Flint (Bill Flader) concocted a 
gizmo that turns water into whatever 
foodstuffs he wants. Cue an unnatural 
disaster: The machine went berserk 
and flung giant meatballs at the town, 
keeping Flint so frantic he couldn't 
seal the deal with Sam (Anna Faris), a 
cute, glasses-wearing weather girl. The 
sequel starts seconds after the climatic 
food fight. Flint's a hero, but his home 
is a mess. Enter his hero, TV scientist 
Chester V (Will Forte), a Twizzler-slim, 
goateed guru. Chester is the inventor 
of his own life-changing pocket-sized 
rectangle: a food bar. Though busy 
tinkering with an update, the Food 
Bar 8.0, Chester promises a solution 


the citizens can't resist: Fle'll send 
his minions to scrape off the cheese 
and temporarily relocate everyone to 
the city of San Franjose. Forget the 
plot. It's above-average cute stuff that 
celebrates friendship and brains as 
Flint, Sam, and their crew—a moron 
in a chicken suit (Andy Samberg), a 
multitasking cameraman (Benjamin 
Bratt), a monkey, and Flint's mono- 
browed dad (James Caan)—return to 
the island, discover Chester's secret 
plans, and blah blah blah hugs hugs 
high fives. What matters is what they 
find there: puns. Chewandswallow 
2.0 is a produce-aisle Avatar ruled by 
wordplay. There's hippotatomuses, 
shrimpanzees, fruit cockatiels, and 
apple piethons. By the time a marsh¬ 
mallow blinks its goggle-eyes and curls 
up with a flock of mini-marshmallow 
babies, you may be convinced you've 
wandered into the ultimate Japanese 
grocery store—or perhaps snuck in a 
very special brownie. The movie takes 
its comic cues from The Moppets and 
Pee Wee's Playhouse, kids' shows that 
ripen as their audience matures. (PG)

DON JON Even when Joseph Gordon- 
Levitt isn't moving very much, he 
throws off the illusion of movement. 
Everything about him is alight; even his 
nerve endings seem to have a sense of 
humor. There's no dancing in Gordon- 
Levitt's writing-directing debut, Don 
Jon, although the movie is so heavily 
reminiscent—in the good way—of 
Saturday Night Fever that an arm¬ 
swinging paint-can reverie wouldn't be 
out of place. But the picture is agile in 
every other sense. It's a comedy that 
moves with a sense of purpose, as 
Gordon-Levitt does in the title role: Flis 
character is a Jersey lothario who's 
earned the nickname "Don" because 
of his success with the ladies. Jon 


spends his days polishing his brawn at 
the gym. By night, he and his friends 
trawl the hotspots, looking for the 
most babe-o-licious girls. Jon's dirty 
little secret, though, is that he prefers 
porn—he doesn't have to be anything 
for those girls. Then he's bowled over 
by a bombshell at a local club, Scarlett 
Johansson's Barbara Sugarman, whom 
he thinks might be "the one." Barbara 
toys with him from the beginning, 
though in some ways her approach is 
sensible: She doesn't rush into bed. At 
Barbara's behest, the somewhat aim¬ 
less Jon begins taking night classes, 
where he meets a mysterious and 
obviously older woman—her name, as 
unglamorous as it gets, is Esther, and 
she's played by Julianne Moore. Fler 
entrance is the point at which Gordon- 
Levitt's characters shift from being 
obvious, intentional cartoons into peo¬ 
ple with feelings. Even when his story 
starts getting serious, Gordon-Levitt 
always keeps it funny, and his cast is all 
in on the joke. (R) Stephanie Zacharek.

AFTERNOON DELIGHT Marital instabil¬ 
ity isn't fixed until, absurdly, it is—by 
introducing a prostitute into the house¬ 
hold mix in Afternoon Delight, a film 
whose themes are as neatly laid out as 
its characters' behavior is preposter¬ 
ous. Exuding a compelling messiness 
that deserves a better vehicle than 
this, Kathryn Flahn stars as Rachel, a 
stay-at-home mom whose loveless mar¬ 
riage to workaholic Jeff (Josh Radnor) 
drives her to invite home a stripper- 
cum-whore, McKenna (Juno Temple), 
from whom she receives a lap dance 
at a local club. Writer/director Jill 
Soloway coherently outlines the vari¬ 
ous dissatisfactions that lead Rachel 
to this decision, which soon involves 
hiring McKenna as a nanny for the 
couple's preschool-age son, as well as 
tagging along to see McKenna screw 
one of her regulars. Especially during 
a drunken girls' night, Flahn digs deep 
to locate the character's ugly need and 
self-loathing. None of that changes the 
fact that the central conceit is impos¬ 
sibly contrived. When one of Rachel's 
friends, post-cataclysmic events, tells 
her "you had to know better," the 
censure is likely to inspire viewers to 
eye-rolls, given that it's impossible to 
believe even the monumentally discon¬ 
tent Rachel wouldn't have recognized 
this fact from the start. The result is a 
film that gets at true, tumultuous emo¬ 
tions via a scenario that's thoroughly 
false. (R) Nick Schager. Edwards 
University Town Center 6, Irvine. 

THE FAMILY It's Robert De Niro as we've 
seen him before: think The Big Wedding 
and Goodfellas (which, in the film, is 
given a shout-out alongside execu¬ 
tive producer Martin Scorsese) but in 
the Witness Protection Program and 
joined by his fictional family in northern 
France. This makes for a juggling act 
of comedy, romance, and gangster 
genres—but the balls don't always 
stay in the air. You can be chuckling 
one minute then cowering and cringing 
the next, which tinges the humor with 
apprehension and taints the brutality 
with absurdity. That isn't to say that the 
combo doesn't work at all. Take Dianna 
Agron's Belle, dressed in the sweet and 
girly fashion of her Glee counterpart 
and whaling on some girl for stealing 
her pink pencil case. But then she 
reacts as dramatically to rejection from 
her first love as the similarly named 
Bella did in Twilight. Father, mother 
(Michelle Pfeiffer), daughter, and son 
(John D'Leo) all share varying degrees 
of sociopathic and homicidal tenden¬ 
cies, but they are still very much a 
loving family. All their vengeance is 
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directed outward: at the supermarket 
owner who makes fun of Americans, 
the plumber who arrives late and tries 
to hustle a higher payment, or the bully 
who beats the son up on the first day of 
school. There are some great moments 
sprinkled throughout. But overall, these 
elements never seem to come together 
in the same harmonious way that this 
family does with each other. (And if you 
want to see what it's like when these 
three genres do coalesce, try Some 
Like It Hot.) (R) Sherrie Li. Countywide. 

INSIDIOUS: CHAPTER 2 Insidious 
Chapter 2 picks up where its prede¬ 
cessor left off—in abject silliness. 

As before, director James Wan 
and screenwriter Leigh Whannell's 
wannabe-scary story indulges in innu¬ 
merable demonic-possession tropes 
before closing with a ridiculous finale 
set on an "astral plane" known as 
"The Further" where evil spirits lurk. 
That's also where paterfamilias Josh 
(Patrick Wilson) finds his soul trapped 
at outset, leaving his earthly body to be 
controlled by a mommy phantom who 
likes to scare the rest of Josh's fam¬ 
ily—including wife Renai (Rose Byrne) 
and son Dalton (Ty Simpkins), the latter 
gifted with the ability to travel in his 
sleep to The Further—with loud jolt 
scares involving a noise-making baby 
walker. Two goofy mediums (Whannell 
and Angus Sampson) offer deliberate 
comic relief, but most of Chapter 2 is 
unintentionally hilarious. Characters 
routinely behave in absurd ways, none 
more so than a team of ghost-hunters 
nonchalantly rummaging around an 
abandoned hospital at night with 
flashlights and shaky-cams. Before 
a reunion with dead psychic Elise 
(Lin Shaye), the characters must first 
uncover the secret of their pesky—and, 
as Renai learns, slap-happy—specter, 
which is revealed in a finale that, like 
Wan's The Conjuring, equally comprises 
classic horror cliches and mythologi¬ 
cal mumbo jumbo. Plus, there's time 
travel, because why not? (PG-13) Nick 
Schager.

THE MORTAL INSTRUMENTS: CITY OF 
BONES The ingredients of successful 
young-adult fantasy franchises have, with 
repetition, become immediately apparent: 
easily identifiable heroes and immersive, 
magical world-building. For every multi¬ 
film Flarry Potter phenomenon there's a 
handful of Golden Compasses or Eragons, 
indicating that the target demo, adoles¬ 
cents, are savvy consumers. They know 
that the best of these series construct 
deeply felt mythologies around charac¬ 
ters fans feel like they could somehow be. 
The first adaptation of Cassandra Clare's 
The Mortal Instruments novels. City of 
Bones, does neither, playing onscreen 
as an endless parade of derivative genre 
tropes, even tedious and convoluted 
when it dares to break the formula— 
there may or may not be an incest sub¬ 
plot. Lily Collins headlines as Clary Fray, a 
teenager who quickly discovers that she 
and her mother, Jocelyn (Lena Fleadey), 
are shadowhunters, those of angelic 
blood who hunt demons. Jace Wayland 
(Jamie Campbell Bower), another shad- 
owhunter, comes to her rescue when 
Clary discovers that her mother is miss¬ 
ing. Simon (Robert Sheehan), Clary's best 
friend, is a mundane, a person unable 
to see these magical realms. Together, 
the trio begins the usual epic adventure 
of good vs. evil in which ancient worlds 
collide and Jonathan Rhys Meyers and 
Jared Flarris engage in swordplay. The 
nomenclature varies slightly, but there's 
little new or exciting in City of Bones. For 
strong female role models and unique 
fantasy settings, stick with The Hunger 
Games. The adaptation of the second 
book has already been announced, but 
the series already seems as if it has out¬ 
lived its mortality.

The Irvine Fine Arts Center’s ‘All-Media 2013’ is a winner of mixed-media madness

I rvine Fine Arts Center’s juried “All- 
Media 2013” is damn good this year 
and exactly what you would expect 
from jurist Grace Kook-Anderson, curator 
at Laguna Art Museum: every wall lined 
with at least some adventurous work, 
cleanly presented, zero clutter, most of it 
intriguing enough to engage and hold you 
in conversation with its ideas and images. 

As in years past, it’s the photography 
that is some of the most 
vibrant and exciting 
work. Levels of black 
and white are stacked 
on top of one another 
in Byong-Ho (Brad) 

Kim’s captivating Set¬ 
ting Sun, the fiery star 
in the horizon behind a 
freighter illuminating 
the clouds above it like 
some atomic explosion 
while darkening the 
water below. Jim Sin- 
sheimer’s color Morn¬ 
ing Light also plays with 
dark and light, reveling 
in the grimy walls and 
bright new brick of 
buildings. I fell in love 
with Paris all over again 
while looking at the 
pitted gargoyle over¬ 
looking the city in the 
foreground of Joshua 
Tann’s Watching. In 
Jacques Garnier’s stoic 
black-and-white Revis¬ 
iting, we’re dwarfed as 
we look up at a mono¬ 
lithic underpass, the 
picture slightly blurred, 
the air around it thick 
and dirty with what 
looks like the worst 
smog I’ve ever seen. I 
was ambivalent about 
the subject matter of 
honorable-mention- 
winner Nancy Young’s 
Soest Guitar (The Barn)—home of the 
Orange independent guitar-repair shop- 
hut I loved her composition. 

Not sure what I was seeing in the grid 
of 20 inkjet prints that are Casey Wyman’s 
Room 226: A compendium of scratches, 
cuts, circles and nicks; smears of red 
paint; epithets; and dark streaks carved 
onto a surface the color of cadaver skin, 
it could be the scarred Formica of a draft¬ 
ing table or a killing-room wall out of 
.Saw. The uneasiness is exacerbated by the 
soundtrack of Wyman’s untitled, honor- 
able-mention-winning video nearby, with 
its quickly edited shots of traffic lights, rain 
and slick asphalt, vocals intoning, “green 
green stop stop” and, “red red go go.” 

Death and the abattoir is the name of 


the game in artist Connie Lane’s unfor¬ 
gettable mixed-media Reflect. It’s an 
abstract, slumped over, headless torso, 
with zippers in the mossy painted mate¬ 
rial open as if the fiesh were being rent, 
the neck resembling a knothole in a tree, 
rough surfaces painted and re-painted 
with different paints, with the slightest 
streaks of gold also present. The sculp¬ 
ture sits on a glass table, so that when 


you lean in to get a closer look, you’ll see 
yourself refiected in the glass. As if that 
isn’t horrifying enough, when you turn 
around, another piece that seems severed 
from the figure hangs above and behind 
your head. The texture is part tree trunk, 
part burned tri-tip, part rotting yam, a 
metal brace sewn into the skin. Lynch- 
ings, the movie Seven and animal corpses 
hanging from the store window of a Chi¬ 
nese butcher shop all come to mind. 

From a completely different direction, 
sculptor Emilia Sadeghi’s Cubist horse 
bronze, Rak-stt, is perched on a black 
pedestal, but there’s little darkness in 
this glorious chess piece come to life, its 
coat a sharp, multilayered armor in con¬ 
stant fiux. A tiny face rests in a hole on 


its back. Is it a Trojan horse? 

Paintings and collages round out the 
rest of the show: Jacki Long’s mixed- 
media portrait of refiective ginger Sarah 
against a backdrop of advertising headlines 
and URLs caught my eye and wouldn’t let 
it go. So did Darren Bordier’s digital col¬ 
lages Screenplay #16 and Screenplay #11, 
their black-and-white images of pigeons, 
Indian-head test patterns, trapeze art¬ 
ists and blond bombshells 
pasted together to make 
droll, if not completely 
comprehensible, dents in 
the imagination. I liked the 
solitariness of Ruth Yuhas’ 
painting. Strings, with its 
pair of sneakers caught 
on a fiurry of crisscrossed 
power lines, as well as Kerri 
Sabine-Wolf’s understated 
painting of a dead sparrow, 

A Little Tragedy. 

There’s also plenty of 
stillness in second-place- 
winner Mark Gregory 
Hosmer’s photo-realistic 
The Red Door. Using light 
more evocatively than any¬ 
thing in Thomas Kinkade’s 
oeuvre, Hosmer’s front 
porch feels voyeuristic and 
sentimental, making us 
wish we lived there while 
also drawing us in to make 
out what’s behind the dim 
illumination of the living- 
room blinds. The first- 
place winner, oil painting 
Standing Self Portrait by 
Dennis Carrie, features the 
artist in a doorway, arms 
at his side, face calm, his 
eyes aggressively follow¬ 
ing the viewer around the 
gallery like one of those 
creepy holographic-Jesus 
paintings. Junghwa Hong’s 
expertly crafted Art In 
Market is an Ikea aisle in 
which you pick up a piece of art as you 
walk down its long stretch of cement 
walkway, the lines of the shopping carts 
and prison gray of the warehouse shelv¬ 
ing prominently lit by fiuorescent bulbs 
and scoop lighting high up in the ceil¬ 
ing. An incisive rebuke to the idea of art 
as just another empty commodity, her 
painting feels like a stomach punch and, 
as with much of the fine work in this stel¬ 
lar exhibition, more than welcome.

Makeup Bag 

T hank sweet baby Jesus for Sephora. 

How else could you decide if designer 
makeup is worth your paycheck? Espe¬ 
cially now, with the release of Marc 
Jacobs' beauty line. The legendary 
designer found smashing success with 
fragrances, but his makeup collection is a 
mixed bag. 

Everything comes in sleek, black con¬ 
tainers with silver accents. The eye shad¬ 
ows are in combinations of three or seven 
and have a mirror that spans the length of 
the compact. The latter size comes in at 
$59, and while the consistency is smooth, 
they're colors you could get anywhere. 

The nail polishes are inconspicuous, 
especially with such basic colors and an 
$18 price tag. The eyeliner, though, may 



work too well. Jacobs promotes it as the 
"first-ever" waterproof gel pencil—but 
even makeup remover is worthless at 
removing it, so maybe plan to wear it for 
a few days? It's more impressive than the 
concealer, which comes in a tube that 
releases the liquid with the touch of a 
chrome button, but it does little for blem¬ 
ishes. Meh. 

A couple of the products are worthy of 
the Marc Jacobs name, though. The face 
powder is velvety, easy to blend and takes 
away redness, smoothing out fine lines 
without making your face look cakey. And 
it'll stay put all night. The next best is the 
lipstick. Jacobs calls it "lip gel": Instead 
of coating your lips and everything it 
touches in a crayon paste, it's light and 
iridescent, which ends up complementing 
your natural lip color instead of just cover¬ 
ing it up. The mascara doesn't smudge 
whatsoever, even while you're asleep, 
and it doesn't bleed when you finally wash 
your face. The designer's sorcery turns it 
into little flakes that clump off and wash 
away clean. 

Jacobs' line is a tad cheaperthan 
those of his counterparts, such as Dior, 
but its products have a fresher feeling 
and are easierto manipulate and blend. 

If he'd just fix that tattoo-like gel pencil 
and concealer, he'd keep up with his 
flawless reputation.

AM &L Shawn Lee transport you back to the 20th Century

I f AM & Shawn Lee’s newest release, La 
Musique Numerique, transports you to a 
time when kitschy 1960s, ’70s and even 
early ’80s movies with pailying and humping 
as central themes ruled, then consider it mis¬ 
sion accomplished. 

Their latest offering is an ode to the 
libidinous hip-grinding music by Italian 
and French soundtrack composers such as 
Giorgio Moroder, Ennio Morricone, Stelvio 
Cipriani, Sauveur Mallia, Piero Umiliani and 
more—godfathers to today’s bands, including 
Air and Daft Punk. 

The bones of any AM & Shawn Lee song 
are period drum machines and keyboards, 
the same vintage Moogs and consumer- 
model Casio and Yamaha rigs that ruled 
when digital technology was just starting to 
woo the music industry. The duo’s synth- 
heavy disco and funkified electronic music 
is reminiscent of those film scores, not to 
mention gobs of library music by even more 
obscure composers. 

Song sorcerers in their own right, AM 
and Shawn Lee were each successful solo 
musicians with parallel influences when 
their musical worlds collided. The resulting 
collaboration takes over the Glass House 
in Pomona on Friday, delivering h 5 ^notic, 
slinky cosmo funk. La Musique Numerique 
overflows with come-hither infatuation on 
songs such as “All the Love,” “In the After- 
math” and “Replay,” which are sure to plunge 
your mind right into the gutter. Even songs 
about breaking up, addiction and a depress¬ 
ing economy manage to sound racy. 

AM & Shawn Lee record the way the 
composers they emulate would have while 
exploring the simplicity and sounds of the 


retro equipment, such as the Roland SDE 
1000, an early-’80s digital delay unit. “The 
record [is] a very big tip of the hat to the early 
digital age of recording technology,” AM says. 

“The tone—people who know that 
equipment will hear it in the record, this 
early turn-of-the-digital-century sound, 
before digital got kind of cold and metallic- 
sounding,” he continues. “Some musicians 
seem to be simplifying their set-ups, relying 
heavily on the computer, but analog and 
early digital technology had warmth and 
grittiness. You will deflnitely hear that all 
over our recordings.” 

AM fans from his early years shouldn’t 
be surprised by the artist’s interest in 
soundtracks. His songs have set scenes on 
TV shows including Grey's Anatomy, Keep¬ 
ing Up With the Kardashians, Big Love and 
various Real World seasons. Every track off 
his first album, 2005’s Troubled Time, made 
it to the small screen; the album also helped 
to earn him LA Weekly’s award for Best 
Singer/Songwriter. 

While AM’s early folk-rock garnered com¬ 
parisons to Wilco, his third studio recording, 
2010’s Future Sons and Daughters, featured 
ethereal tunes pulled from disco, Brazilian 
Tropicalia, psychedelic rock and ’70s funk. 
This emerging sound garnered him invita¬ 
tions to tour with French luminaries Air and 
Charlotte Gainsbourg. 

Enter Shawn Lee, a Kansas-born ex-pat 
living in London. The award-winning video- 
game composer and multi-instrumentalist’s 
work has been featured in movies. Oceans 
13 and The Break-Up among them, as well 
as various snowboarding videos. Under the 
moniker Shawn Lee’s Ping Pong Orchestra, 


he has become one of the most sampled art¬ 
ists in hip-hop and is known for his innate 
ability to make ever 3 ^ing fi:-om a kalimba 
and ektar to a charango sing. 

The two became friends in 2008. They 
bonded over shared influences, and in 2010, 
AM sat in with Lee at an LA show. They 
started working on their first recording. 
Celestial Electric, and played their first 
show as a band at the 2011 South By South¬ 
west music festival. “It makes sense that 
someone like me, being a freak about that 
kind of music, would reach out to him and 
create a bond,” AM says, adding that Lee has 
been producing instrumental soundtrack- 
style music for more than a decade. 

The transatlantic alliance works well, 
with Lee starting a song by sending a 
rh 5 ^hm groove with drums and percussion 
to AM in the States. AM then writes a song 
based on the preliminary recording, adding 
guitar, bass, S 5 mth or whatever strikes his 
fancy. The track then makes its way back to 
Lee for a little glockenspiel or what-have- 
you, and^nzs. 

Recording independently works well 
because both collaborators fully trust what 
the other brings to the table, AM says. 

“I think funk music is inherently sexy,” 

AM says about the description popping up 
in nearly every review of La Musique Nume¬ 
rique. “That’s probably the best possible 
description that music can have.”

Hard Target

In the wake of the tragedy, her 
mother, by then a single parent, decided to quit 
her factory job of 15 years and the long work 
commutes from Riverside to Newport Beach 
in order to spend more time with her children. 
That meant selling off the family home and 
traveling through Mexico. "When all this hap¬ 
pened, it was a big eye-opener on how fragile 
life is," Castellanos says. "My mother didn't 
even hesitate in selling everything and going 
off and buying a motor home." 

The Santa Ana-based singer was around 
10 years old when her mother tookthe fam¬ 
ily on a two-year vagabond journey through 
Mexico, finally settling in Aculco, a provincial 
town a few hours away from the nation's capi¬ 
tal. Music was deeply woven into the social 
fabric of the small, colonial locale. It wasn't 
long before Castellanos wanted to learn how 
to play instruments herself. 

"My friend's brother started teaching me 
because he knew I had an interest. I didn't 
even own a guitar then," she says. "He would 
let me borrow a requinto, and those strings 
hurt!" After a fear-conquering singing debut 
at a quinceanera, Castellanos became a per¬ 
forming musician. 

She returned stateside at age 17, and in 
2006, she co-founded Taller Sur, an OC-based 
trova group well-versed in the stringed sounds 
of Latin America. The outfit released a self- 
titled album and toured through California and 
Northern Mexico. A follow-up was always 
planned, but it never materialized, leading 


Castellanos to pursue a solo effort two years 
ago. "I was thinking of doing something really 
simple, just guitar and voice, something I 
could sell at shows," she says. 

Now, the statuesque singer is on the 
cusp of realizing that vision with Todo Sana, 
which translates to "Everything Heals." The 
collection of five Spanish-language songs 
was produced in the home studio of longtime 
friend Efren Luna and is similar to Castellanos' 
previous work, but imbued with a different 
sentiment. "In Taller Sur, the songs were very 
melancholic," she explains. "When I wrote 
these new songs, I was really searching to 
find a sense of hope, of telling a story of how 
through music. I've healed, coped and been 
able to process life without such a dark or 
saddening kind of feeling." 

Her solo effort intertwines with her work 
in the community. The music video for the 
Andean-folk-flavored "Nina" was released in 
conjunction with the opening ceremony of the 
Latino Health Access-initiated Green Heart 
Families Park earlier this summer in Santa 
Ana, a notoriously park-poor city. Another 
offering, which shares the title of her new EP, 
"Todo Sana," came to Castellanos via Mexi¬ 
can singer/songwriter Armando Quiros, who 
thought it'd be perfect for her to voice. The 
song deals with domestic violence, an issue 
she deals with daily at her job with the Family 
Resource Center in Santa Ana. 

On other songs, the focus is purely inter¬ 
nal. The viola accentuates "Venir Aqui," 
while La Santa Cecilia's Miguel "Oso" 
Ramirez handles percussion duties. "It is a 
part of healing, too, finding someone that 
awakens certain feelings in you. I wrote a 
passionate song I I'm not so sure if it was 
love. It's a little bit of alburera," Castellanos 
says of the Mexican practice of double¬ 
entendres with sexual undertones. 

The effort was reflective of the transfor¬ 
mation entailed in the recording process. "I 
was going through a lot of difficult moments 
emotionally. I had gone through a relationship 
in which I had been with somebody musically 
and emotionally for many years. Just writing 
the songs was very therapeutic," she says on 
the eve of Todo Sana's release. 

"I feel like I'm a very free person now," 
she says, "somebody who sings,' Venir aqui, 
venir aqui ...'"

but most important guitarists in the his¬ 
tory of death metal. Chuck Schuldiner 
founded the band DEATH, whose early 
albums set the standard for grind and 
gore metal. As the band evolved, so did 
Schuldiner’s talent and passion for the 
guitar, as well as his ability to switch 
tempos and use abstract sound. Unfor¬ 
tunately, the prolific songwriter/guitar¬ 
ist best known as the Father of Death 
Metal lost his battle with a brain tumor in 
December 2001 at the age of 34. 

DINO CAZARES (FEAR 
FACTORY, BRUJERIA, 

ASESINO, DIVINE HERESY) 

Mexican-American Dino Cazares gave 
birth to his signature sound while with 
Fear Factory. He created musical break¬ 
downs with the guitar that sounded good 
before they were trendy and overdone by 
the post-hardcore set, and his songwrit¬ 
ing structure is something most nu metal/ 
metalcore bands owe their existence to. 

JESSE PINTADO 
(TERRORIZER, NAPALM 
DEATH, RESISTANT CULTURE) 

It is said Jesse Pintado coined the term 
grindcore to describe a mix of chaos, 
death metal, noise and punk. Based out 
of Los Angeles, Terrorizer’s 1989 debut 
album. World Downfall, is considered a 
grindcore classic, as well as a seminal 
album for any extreme metal fan. Sadly, 
Pintado passed away from liver failure 
in Holland in 2006, just weeks before 
the release of the band’s second album. 
Darker Days Ahead. 

□ MICK MURPHY (MY RUIN, 

CHEVY METAL) 

This talented multi-instrumentalist and 
songwriter for the rock/metal band My 
Ruin is one of LA’s best-kept secrets 
in terms of shredders. His old-school, 
rock-based, doomy, classic-metal sound 
perfectly matches the lyrics crafted 
by his band mate and wife of a decade, 
Tairrie B. 

JEFF HANNEMAN (SLAYER) 

The founding member of Slayer 
has a talent for raw speed and aggres¬ 
sive playing. As the band’s main song¬ 
writer (of both lyrics and music), Jeff 
Hanneman is often cited as providing 
the missing link between the savage ’80s 
metal sound and hardcore punk rock. 

His influences are clear: heavy doses of 
King Diamond, Iron Maiden and Judas 
Priest, all sped up to a maximum level. 
Sadly, Hanneman passed away in 2013 
from liver failure in Hemet. 

□ TONYIOMMI (BLACKSABBATH) 

Heavy metal as a genre didn’t exist 
before Black Sabbath, as most music 
historians, writers, fans and bands 
would agree. Guitarist Tony lommi 
revolutionized the dark, dreamy, thick, 
riff-based approach to rock and blues, 
described as “heavy” because of its 
thunderous sound and lasting impact 
on listeners.

Tropic Thunder 


Schooling the bartender at Fullerton’s Tropics Lounge 


I f you’ve only driven past this bar in the 
industrial section of Commonwealth 
Avenue in Fullerton, it’s likely you 
thought the name was misspelled. The 
sign reads, “Trop’cs Lounge,” the stem 
from the “i” in Tropics having dropped 
long ago, and no one bothered to replace 
it. Pair the dilapidated signage with the 
cobwebs chillin’ in the corner of the park¬ 
ing lot, and you know you have yourself a 
bona-fide dive. 

There’s a rusted mini camper, a luxury 
car and a midcentury sedan that probably 
looked really nice when Kennedy was in 
office but now sports graffiti and a cock¬ 
eyed bumper and is perched atop a rusty 
trailer with a fiat tire. 

The Tropics Lounge’s outside may 
remind you of the Rainforest Cafe thanks 
to the wide, sagging leaves of the over¬ 
grown trees in front of the bar. But you 
only have to walk down the incline to this 
working-class bar to realize you are very, 
very far from Downtown Disney. 

Inside, the bar is lit mostly by neon 
beer signs and a Bud Light lamp above the 
single pool table. Everyone else there was 
strictly lit by alcohol. While you’re order¬ 
ing, take a look up: Beer caps have been 
pushed into the ceiling in cute designs. 

The only bartender working that 
night didn’t know what was on tap. That 
would be a permissible sin for most new 
bartenders, but Tropics Lounge has only 
two beers on tap. She also wasn’t sure of 
any of the drink prices. As she brought 
over my draft, she said she wasn’t sure 
whether she charged the two gentlemen I 
was sitting with for their brews. She told 
them she would check her notes. I hate to 
bash the girl—she seemed really sweet- 
hut in all honesty, she was two shells shy 
of a peanut. 

The after-work crowd—all 11 of us—on 
this Thursday was all white guys and gals, 
mostly in their late 30s. Later, this place gets 
packed for punk shows. There’s a low stage 
in the back, which is cool, but who decided

to put a pool table 
in front of it? 

With all the bash¬ 
ings that thing 
probably gets 
from the pits and 
crowds, there’s 
no way it’s is even 
close to level. 

Tropics is in 
various states 

of disrepair, but nothing too off-putting. 
The cushioned lining of the long bar in 
the middle of the room is fiaking off from 
wear; the beer pong machine game looked 
pretty fun, but it was jammed. The ladies’ 
room door doesn’t lock, and there’s only 
one stall, so there are likely plenty of 
games of pee-time peek-a-boo. 

I wish I had wild and crazy stories to 
tell you, but the working-class crowd 
was pretty tame. Guess I’ll have to come 
the next time my guy’s aging punk rock 
buddies Riotgun play. Nothing like 
drinking with middle-aged rockers to get 
the party started....
